iate rivalries  in  the  nation,  but 
all  differences  were  quickly  for- 
gotten as  students  paid  tribute 
to  him.  Over  half  of  the  18,000 
studentbody  gathered  in  Smith 
Fieldhouse  Tuesday  morning  and 
paid  tribute  to  him  with  a mo- 
ment of  silence. 

Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  presi- 
dent of  the  University,  described 
Estes  as  a great  All-American,  a 
friend  to  all  who  knew  him.  “Be- 
cause of  our  great  respect  for  his 
talent  and  for  our  worthy  oppon- 
ents from  USU,”  Wilkinson  said, 
“I  suggest  that  all  of  us  stand  in 
silence  for  one  moment.” 

“IT  WAS  A REAL  haunting, 
feeling,”  said  Studentbody  Presi- 
dent Bruce  Olsen,  “to  stand  in 
silence  where  he  had  played  less 
than  a week  ago.  The  most  im- 
pressive thing  about  him,  to  me, 
was  his  constant  control.  He 


never  seemed  to  get  ruffled  and 
always  remained  a gentleman  and 
a sportsman.” 

“It’s  a terrible  shock,”  said 
BYU  coach  Stan  Watts,  “especi- 
ally following  his  fine  display  of 
talent  here  Saturday.  Estes  was 
dedicated  to  basketball  and  his 
dedication  as  much  as  his  talent 
earned  the  respect  of  both  fans 
and  players. 

“He  was  a great  shooter,  one  of 
the  best.  He  was  one  of  only  19 
players  ever  to  reach  the  2000 
point  mark — he  went  over  that 
mark  Monday — as  he  joined  the 
ranks  of  Billy  McGill,  Frank  Sel- 
vey.  Wilt  Chamberlain,  and  the 
other  all-time  greats.”

ONCE  THE  HULK  was  found, 
CAB  officials  expressed  confid- 
ence it  could  be  raised  with  grap- 
pling hooks  or  buoy  equipment. 
Then,  as  near  as  possible,  the 
four-engined  DC7B  would  be  put 
together  again,  in  a search  for  the 
factor  that  sent  it  plunging  3,700 
feet  into  the  sea. 

“But  we’re  going  to  have  a 
tough  time,”  conceded  CAB  re- 
gional supervisor  George  Van 
Epps,  citing  the  coldness  and 
depth  of  the  water. 

THE  PROPELLOR  DRIVEN 
plane  took  off  from  Kennedy  air- 
port at  6:30  p.m.  Monday,  with 
Richmond,  VA.,  as  its  next  stop. 
It  carried  a crew  of  five  and  79 
passengers,  one  of  them  a baby 
boy.  All  but  one  of  the  psissengers 
had  boarded  the  aircraft  in  New 
York. 


Five  minutes  later  and  about 
14  miles  from  the  airport,  the 
plane  plunged  into  the  sea  with- 
out a radioed  woi’d  of  warning. 
A pyre  of  flame  marked  its  grave 
eight  miles  off  Jones  Beach  on 
Long  Island’s  South  Shore  35 
miles  from  New  York. 

AS  THE  RECOVERY  of  bodies 
continued.  New  York  City’s  Chief 
Medical  Examiner  Milton  Helpern 
reported  that  examination  of  the 
first  ones  indicated  they  died 
when  the  plane  hit  the  water.  He 
said  they  were  badly  ’ smashed 
but  not  burned. 

One  of  the  passengers  on  the 
plane  was  Philip  Charles  Cook,  a 
former  student  at  Brigham 
Young  University.  Cook,  who 
graduated  in  1959  was  an  Ameri- 
can Indian  Student  from  Hogan- 
burg,  N.  Y.  The  body  has  not 
yet  been  recovered.

Sterling  W.  Sill  Cites 
Great  World  Problem 


“There  is  only  one  great  prob- 
lem ...  all  around  the  world,” 
Elder  Sterling  W.  Sill,  Assistant 
to  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles, 
told  his  audience  at  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  Assembly  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

HE  TOLD  his  listeners  that 
leadership  is  the  element  lacking 
which  creates  the  one  great  prob- 
lem. 

“The  three  most  important 
commandments  of  God:  relation- 
ship witli  God  . . . relationship 
with  other  people  . . . Tn  the 
sweat  of  thy  face  shall  thee  eat 
thy  bread’,”  he  said. 

ELDER  SILL  stressed  that  the 
greatest  waste  of  today  is  human 
beings  living  so  far  below  their 
potential,  and  stated  that  only

THE  BILL  WOULD  authorize 
a new  five-year  program  of 
grants  tor  experimental  and  de- 
monstration projects  to  stimulate 
needed  employment  opportunities 
for  older  citizens. 


The  bill  calls  for  modest  ap- 
propriations to  be  used  by  the 
Bureau  of  Employment  Security 
in  defraying  some  of  the  expen- 
ses of  volunteer  community  or- 
ganizations which  work  to  find 
employment  for  older  workers.

the  BYU  studentbody,  and  the 
Pi'ovo  community. 

. We  respected  this  young 
man,”  he  said,  “for  his  dedica- 
tion and  his  abilities  in  the  game 
of  basketball.

ESTES  WON  ALL  - STATE 
basketball  honors  in  his  junior 
and  senior  years,  graduating  from 
Anaconda  High  in  1961.  He  won 
third  team  all-state  as  a sopho- 
more. 

In  his  final  year  at  Anaconda, 
Estes  broke  the  state’s  big  school 
basketball  scoring  record  with 
430  points  in  conference  play, 
averaging  slightly  more  than  23 
points  a game.  In  his  high  school 
career,  he  scored  1,432  points,  a 
school  record. 

FwSTES  ALSO  WON  all-state 
honors  as  a center  on  the  school’s 
football  team  in  his  senior  year. 
He  won  the  state  interscholastic 
shot  put  and  discus  events  that 
year.  Estes  also  pitched  on  the 
local  Anaconda  baseball  team. 

His  death  shocked  Anaconda,  a 
city  of  12,000  west  of  Butte. 

Survivors  include  his  father, 
mother,  a brother,  Ronald,  11,  a 
sixth  grader.
